each speaker. Data from the Re- 
port of President Hisenhower’s 
Committee on Education Beyond 
the High School was used as a 
basis for these discussions. 

The specific needs of adult edu- 
cation in Michigan and what or- 
ganized groups should be doing 
about them was also discussed. 

A. T. Rolph, assistant director 
of Field Services, Central Mich- 
igan College, was chairman of the 
district conference and presided 
at the business meeting. He stress- 
ed that persons need not be a 
member of an organized -adult 
education group to attend the con- 
ferences: An interest in: the needs 
and advancement of adult educa- 
tion is the only requirement. 

The meeting was held at Wert’s 
Lone Pine Inn. Mr. Rolph intro- 
duced A. J. Dolio of Ferris Insti- 
tute, who presided over the morn- 
ing session. 

Main speaker of the day was 
Mr. Jack McLanahan, President 
of A. E. A., Director of Religious 
Education at Central “Methodi: 
Church of Detroit. In his talk he 
referred to the San Diego confer- 
ence last fall as having set off 
five explosions, which he listed, 
going on to say that the problem 
now was the rate of ‘“FalJ-out” 
from these explosions and how it 
would affect adult education. He 
said? that the success of adult ed- 
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ee 


ucation depends entirely the 


“glimate of curiosity of the indi- 


| viduals and community.” His pre- 


diction for the future ivvis that 
adult education will advance 
much’ faster in proportion to that 
in schools and éolleges, that some 
kinds of adult education will be- 
come compulsory, that it will 
achieve social status, and that 
eventually there will be buildings 
established for adult education 
use only. : 

H. J. Ponitz of the Department 
of Public Instruction spoke on 
financing adult education. He 
mentioned that the average adult 
throughout the United States 
has a 9.2 education rating, or 2 
months beyond the ninth grade, 
while. Michisania, auerasnoigcOiy 
85% of high-school-age persons Th 
Michigan are in high schoo], while 
the national average is only 75%. 
He suggested that 3% of the cost 
of elementary education should 
finance adult education, of which
